He theorlsed that the 60-inch, 
silent “moon” may have fallen 
Into the sen thousands of miles 
from {ts Jaunching point here 
since ifs planned course wap 
mostly over ocean, But sources 
here betleved ft more MNkely the 
Explorer bed shot too high to 
move into orbit paralleling the 
Earth's. surface. 


Plummeted ‘ 


In that case, they sald, the 
SatelHte would have plummeted 
stl within the Earth's gravita~ 
tion! pull and burned to. ao 
cinder when ft hit dense alr. 
To be successful, a satellite 
must be steered. into orbit 
within a degree or two parallel 
to the Earth. 

“There ts every indication 
that the satellite did not 
function normally,” Dr 
Pickering eaid in a Joint atate- 
mont with Maj-Gen Joho B. 
Modaris, Head of the Army 
Ballistlo Missile Agenoy, who 
was on hand at Capo Cara- 
veral, 

The Explorer’s signal was 
heard at two of the carly track- 
ing stations “down range" from 
Cape Canaveral oy it reached 
for a pluce in the stars with 
Explorer I and the Russians’ 
Sputnik II. The second of 
{hese wag Brillsh Antigua, in 
the Corlbbean 3,000 miles from 
fhe firing point, The- rest 
were silent, 


On The Verge 


The Army confirmed that all 
four stages of its proven 
Juplter-C satellite = launcher 
functloned “ns they were sup- 
posed to.” When the Explorer's 
beep reached Antiquo it op- 
parently wags on the verge of 
swinging into orbit with the 
final push of its single fourth- 
stage rocket, 

Sources at Alr Forvco Missile 
Test Centre ‘here, which oon-

. Inspired 


The Ministry's ban was 
explained os inspired by Isracl’s 
“ougressiva action" against 
Egypt. : 


When one of the Israeli firms 
involved decided to sue the 
Sovict corporation for breach of 
contract, the case had to be 
brought before oa Moscow 
tribunal, glnce, In accordance 
with a gonorsal trend in Soviet 
foreign trade, the  oontracts 
signed in Moscow in 1956 
stipulated that all dispute were 
to be brought before the Soviet 
“Foreign Trado = Arbitration 
Commission," ‘ 


In view of some legal opinion, 
the caso presents unique 
featuros. For years, tho Russians 
have — beon preaching the 
“sancllty” of trade and its in- 
dependence from, political con- 

erations, For years, they 
have tried to induce foreign 
firms to conclude their contracts 
in the Sovict Union and to acc 
that Soviet law applics to every 
transaction. For years, thoy 
have taken pains to build up 
the reputation of the “Forelgn 
Trade Arbitration Commission". 
for objectivity and fairness. 

Here was the strange caso of 
one arm of the Soviet state, tho 
official Export Corporation, 
clting the direct orders of an- 
other arm of the state, the 
Ministry of Foreign Trade, as 
an clement of “force majeure”

tract. Moreover, these onders

Question Is 


Thus, the question now to be 
anawored 1s: can the Sovict 
Ministry of Forolym Trade, by 
virtuc of is control over the 
trading corporations in the 
Soviet Union, escape from cons 
tractual obligations by reason of 
a mere administrative moasure, 
Inspired by a purely © political 
motive? 


The Moscow tribunal wilt 
have to: answer thls question 
tgainst a background of repeat- 
ed Sovict declarations odvocat- 
Ing freedom of trade regardless 
of political systems of the 
traders and denouncing — dis- 
eriminatory trade practices. 


On the other hand, it would 
be fn entirely new conception in 
Soviet legal thinking if an act 
of the executive power, In this 
ease the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade, should bo declared illegal 
by a mere arbitration tribunal. 

Counsel representing the 
Igraoli firms hold the view that 
!{ the Moscow tribunal should
